REPORT OF FIREWARDS, 


The Firewards respectfully submit the following report of 
the Fire Department for the past year, for the consideration 
and action of the town. 

‘The machine and apparatus belonging thereto have been 
kept in good efficient working condition, and our fifty men 
have held themselves in readiness to respond to all alarms of 
fire. We have had but three or four alarms of' fire. during the 
past year, and causing but comparatively small damage. 

All were efficiently responded to by the Fire Department. 
The machine and apparatus have becn kept in good order, at 
the small expense of $16.77. he efficiency of the Fire De- 
partment has been very much increased by the addition of 
3C0 feet of nice strong hose, as suggested in our last report. 
_ The inefficient means we have of drying our hose after it 
has been used have not been improved, owing to a misunder- 
standing or discrepancy in the record of the vote taken at the 
last meeting, which we earnestly hope may be duly considered 
and wisely acted upon at our next meeting. 

No judicious plan has yet been matured and adopted for a 
fire alarm. This demands the due consideration of the town. 

The long-needed reservoir near C. W. Healy’s house has 
been built, and is ready to quench the avaricious thirst of the 
fiery element when properly applied. 

The subject matter of an article in the present town war- 
rant, of bringing a supply of water for the use of the Fire 
Department, we recommend to your best judgment and most 
judicious consideration and efficient action. An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure. Bring water under our 
control, and our firemen will respond with alacrity and con- 
quer the devastating element of fire wherever and whenever 
that blazing demon shall steal upon us unawares.

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SUPERINTENDING SUHOUL COMMITTEE, 


Another school vear has been completed, and it remains for 
the Superintending Committee to report the quality of the 
work accomplished. 

The teachers have all appeared interested in their duties, 
and have labored with commendable zeal and faithfulness. 
Most have attained a good degree of success; a few have 
done excellently. But a few also have partially failed, either 
from a lack of faculty to maintain the discipline of the school, 
or to inspire their pupils with enthusiasm in their studies ; and 
in One or two instances from lack of experience. One-third 
of the teachers taught for the first time this year. This is 
too large a proportion for the best success of the schools. 
The first term of any teacher is an experiment. and our town 
cannot afford to be a training school to test and prepare 
teachers for our neighbors. We should be willing to do only 
our share in introducing candidates into the profession of 
teaching. It is but just to say that these new teachers have 
mostly labored in the small schools, and some of them have 
manifested so much capacity for the work that we hope they 
will continue to be employed in town. 

Just here permit us to say that the Prudential Committee 
ought to be exceedingly careful to be assured of a candidate’s 
fitness for the work of teaching and governing a school, before 
sending to the Superintending Committee for examination. 
Though furnished with the Committee’s certificate, they may 
lack every other qualification but a knowledge of the subjects 
to be taught. ‘Trustworthy testimony as to a teacher’s success 
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in former schools can nearly always be obtained. Where it 
cannot be obtained no risks should be run, except of course 
in the case of new candidates who seem to possess the neces- 
sary qualifications for the office. We however fully appreciate 
the difficulty of obtaming teachers for the small schools. A 
teacher of good attainments and long experience can scarcely 
be afforded for half a dozen scholars. Besides, such teachers 
do not wish to undertake these schools. They well know that 
they cannot do justice to themselves or to the few pupils 
under their care; and so these small schools are obliged to 
put up with whoever they can get. In view of this we would 
recommend that Districts 4 and 5 place their terms at differ- 
ent times, so that the children in both districts may avail 
themselves of all the school. In this way each district will 
have the advantage of a larger school, and can hire a more ° 
experienced teacher without making their school term so brief 
as to be nearly useless. ‘The school money appropriated to 
those districts the past year was more than ten dollars per 
scholar—twice the average amount appropriated in town. 
Were both these schools continued in the way proposed, this 
money ought to hire a first-class teacher for six months, or 
even more, and the school would be large enough to create 
some enthusiasm in pupils and teacher. We would also ad- 
vise District No. 1 to make some arrangement with No. 8 to 
send its scholars to the Lowelville school. No. 1 had the last 
year fifteen dollars per scholar, enough to pay tuition at a 
first-class academy. No. 8 would be glad to take them, give 
them six months’ schooling and make all necessary arrange- 
ments the law would allow for getting them to and from 
school. It might be wise for No. 7 to use her ten dollars per 
scholar in the same way, and No. 8 would be improved by the 
dozen additional pupils it would thus receive. We do not 
advise the breaking up of either of these small districts. No. 
6 had only two scholars a few years ago, but the past year it 
has had fourteen. No. 3, by the moving in of three or four 
families, has.about doubled its numbers within a brief time. 
The same may be the case with either of the four districts 
where we have proposed these temporary changes. 
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We have attempted to execute the law requiring every child 
under sixteen years of age to attend school. We have ap- 
pointed a truant officer, according to the provisions of the 
statute enacted at the last session of the Legislature, and we 
believe he has executed the law as far as practicable, with- 
out additional regulations adopted by the town to enforce the 
statute of the State. It will be his duty during the coming 
year to see that no child under sixteen years of age is em- 
ployed by any corporation without a certificate from the Su- 
perintending Committee, stating that the school law requiring 
attendance at school has been complied with, and it will also 
be his duty to see that all such children attend school the re- 
quired time. ‘This law is a necessity to any government rest- 
ing, as ours, upon the intelligence of its people. If the State, 
for the sake of securing the intelligence of its citizens, fur- 
nishes free,schools, it has a right to require all children of a 
suitable age to avail themselves of the schools, and no parent 
should be allowed, for the sake of gain, to deprive his children 
of these privileges. And if, as a State, we wish to maintain 
our reputation for the intelligence of our citizens, we must see 
that the children of all who care to live amongst us have the 
advantages of school. 

In compliance with our duty as Superintending Committee, 
as well as by appointment of the District, we have given much 
time, study and care to the grading of the schools in No. 2, 
where two-thirds of the scholars in town are to be found. We 
have attempted to bring about the required changes gradually, 
so as to occasion as little inconvenience as possible to indi- 
viduals. This has required considerable extra time and super- 
vision, and as the change is still in progress, this extra super- 
vision must in some measure be continued through the coming 
year. The changes entered upon are also in a degree experi- 
ments. We are not able yet to (ctermine in all respects how 
the classes shall be permanently arranged. 

The need of as perfect grading as possible is apparent when 
it is considered that we have two hundred different scholars 
in the three schools. It is very evident that in order to do 
full justice to the public there ought to be four schools.

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The great hindrance to the graded system is tle attendance 
of part of the scholars only part of the year. These, of 
course, cannot be exactly accommodated in any of the regu- 
lar classes. This obstacle to their obtaining the full benefit 
of the system cannot be entirely obviated, but we hope par- 
ents will assist as much as possible by sending their children 
as regularly as they can. 

There has been a lack of interest in the study of English 
Grammar in town in the past, which seems to have resulted 
from the want of a suitable text-book. We have introduced 
Reed & Kellog’s graded series into our graded schools, and 
Wells’ shorter course into others. It is evident that a new 
interest in the study of English Grammar has been awakened. 

As we found no U.S. History in use in the schools, we re- 
commended Venable’s, and it has been used the past year 
with good results. ' 

The whole amount of school money in No. 2 was $935.83, 
but $300 of this was raised by special vote of the District. 
Had no money been raised, the amount per scholar for this 
District would have been $3.25, in contrast with $15 per 
scholar in No. 1. The present system of distributing the 
school money is probably as fair as any that can be deyised. 
Under it, with the money required by law to be raised in town 
for school purposes, the Districts numbering from 17 to 25 
scholars can obtain a good teacher for five months, more or 
less. Those numbering less must either combine in some way 
or employ inferior teachers, or have a very short school term ; 
and District No. 2 must supplement her share of the school 
money by a vote of the District to raise more, since twenty- 
seven weeks of schooling are the least amount consistent with 
the practical working of a graded system of classes. 

The whole number of children between the ages of five and 
fifteen, reported by the Selectmen is 227.
